1 . The claims 1-42 are pending in the instant office action. 

Restriction

Group I, claims 1-6, drawn to a method of activating protein by protein refolding using 
Zeolite. 

Group II, claim 7->4, drawn to a method of producing active protein using Zeolite. 

Group III, claims 9-20, drawn to protein refolding kit comprising zeolite and other 
materials. 

Group IV, claims 21-30, drawn to protein refolding agents comprising zeolite, 
surfactants, buffer etc. 

Group V, claims 3 1-42, drawn to protein refolding molding comprising zeolite and 
substance that support zeolite. 



3. The inventions listed as Groups I-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept 

under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding 

special technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature of Group I-II is method steps and although they use same 
product in their method steps they produce different results. 
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The technical feature of Group III- V is products (zeolite plus other compounds) 
and each group involves different products of unique fiinctionality and utility, which do 
not share the same technical feature. 

Furthermore, the only technical feature linking group l-V appears to be 
that they all relate to refolding proteinusing zeolite. The protein refolding by 
zeoliteof group 1 does not constitute a "special technical feature" as defined by 
PCT Rule 13.2, because it does not claim a feature which defines a contribution 
over the prior art as a protein refolding within Group I is taught by the prior art 
such as Dong et al. ( PhD Thesis, 2002, Drexel University, Philadelphia, PA 
USA)
